Previous
determinations of this office, Open Records Decision Nos.

enclosed, resolve your reguest. For this reason, you must
release the requested information, except for the last
paragraph starting on page 5 of Exhibit F entitled
"Evaluation"”, which is excepted under section 3(a)(11) as it
consists of advice and opinion. See Open Records Decision
No. 313.

Because case law and prior published open records
decisions resolve your request, we are resolving this matter
with this informal 1letter ruling rather than with a
published open records decision. If you have questions
about this ruling, please refer to OR20-383.
